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Back home 


PLANS for a long-await¬ 
ed £25 million southern 
bypass for Ely have been 
dealt another severe 
blow, Liberal Democrats 
claim. 

Lib Dem councillors on 
the Tory-run East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil (ECDC) say the plug on 
the project has officially 
been pulled. 

The claim comes after the 
Government’s decision to scrap 
the Transport Innovation Fund 
(TIF), which could have seen 
£500 million invested in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Lib Dems say ECDC had 
hoped some of that cash would 
be used to pay for the new 
bypass, as well as extra train 
services from Ely to Cambridge 
and a network of cycle routes. 

But now it has been axed, they 
claim so have the bypass pro¬ 
posals. 

Cllr Nigel Bell, a member of 
the East Cambridgeshire Traffic 
Management Area Joint Comm¬ 
ittee, said: “This is yet another 
nail in the coffin for die southern 
bypass and councillors must be 
allowed to examine more real¬ 
istic and practical ways to 
improve the traffic flow at the 
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level crossing in Ely. 

“The Tories hoped the TIF 
money would pay for the ess¬ 
ential transport projects required 
by the massive housing growth 
in and around Cambridge and 
that this might help funding for 
the Ely bypass. 

“Now, with a complete lack of 
any potential funding for the 
southern bypass scheme, we 
have to question the whole 
viability of the Ely Masterplan. 

“A project to bring an extra 
4,000 plus homes to the city 
without proper transport imp¬ 
rovements is a recipe for cripp¬ 
ling congestion.” 

In a bid to relieve congestion 
in Ely and surrounding villages, 
transport officials want to 
eventually build a southern link 
road around the city. 

By including it in the Mast¬ 
erplan for Ely's growth over the 
next 20 years, they hope to also 
improve the A142 and transport 
links to the railway station. 

The favoured scheme is for the 
bypass to come off the A142 near 
Angel Drove and re-join the A142 
at Stuntney Causeway, relieving 
traffic at the railway station and 
theTesco area.

Hoops of fun at trundle races 


THERE were thrills and 
spills as pupils at The 
King’s School Ely took 
part in one of the most 
fiercely contested 
events in their calendar 
-the annual hoop 
trundle. 

The King’s and 
Queen’s Scholars, 
dressed in their scarlet 
gowns, ran races in the 
cathedral precinct while 
bowling traditional 
wooden hoops. 

Four heats were held, 
culminating in two finals 
for the scholars, all 
sixth form students. 

They ran the length of 
the 100-metre course by 
the south door of Ely 
Cathedral while fellow 
pupils and staff cheered 
them on. 

The trundle 

commemorates the re¬ 
founding of the school 
by Henry VIII in 1541. 

He gave the school its 
first royal charter and 
established the 12 
King’s Scholars-all 


boys. One of the 
privileges he allowed 
them was to play 
games, including the 
bowling of hoops, in the 
cathedral precincts. 

In 1970, the school 
admitted girls for the 
first time in its 1,000- 
year history, and three 


years later the King’s 
Scholars were joined by 
the female Queen’s 
Scholars at the request 
of Queen Elizabeth 
during her visit to the 
school. 

Jonathan East beat 
Alex Garner, Charles 
Kenzie and Oliver Moses 


in the King’s Scholars’ 
final. Rosie White 
emerged victorious in 
the Queen’s Scholars’ 
final, defeating 
Charlotte Bain, Martha 
Eddy and Claire Martin. 

The winners will hold 
commemorative wooden 
tankards for a year. 



Shock as elderly man dies 
after heart attack in pub 



PEOPLE have described their 
shock after an elderly man 
died in Ely. 

The man, who was in his 80s, was 
in the Minster Tavern when he suff¬ 
ered a heart attack. 

Emergency services, including the 
air ambulance, attended the pub in 
Minster Place after receiving calls at 
11.41am. 

Paramedics tried to revive the 
victim for more than half an hour but 
he was pronounced dead at 12.18pm.

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A member of staff at the Ely 
Cathedral Centre, near the pub, said: 
“I heard the sirens coming and then 
saw the flashing blue lights. 

“It was clear something serious 
had happened and then I found out 
a man had died in the pub. 

“It’s a shocking thing to happen.” 

A member of staff from the Lamb 
Hotel, almost opposite the pub, did 
not want to be named but said: “We 
heard a man died in the pub and saw 


all the paramedics rush in. 

“It’s just shocking to think an 
elderly man was in the pub one 
minute then dead the next.” 

The air ambulance, two land amb¬ 
ulances and police attended the 
scene. 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service, said: 
“Despite strenuous efforts to try to 
revive the man, he was pronounced 
dead at the scene after suffering a 
cardiac arrest.” 

Staff at the pub refused to 
comment on the death. 
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Residents hit out at 
CCTV coverage cuts

RESIDENTS and shopkeepers are 
in uproar after learning that 24- 
hour CCTV coverage in Ely is to be 
scrapped. 

The Weekly News revealed last week that 
from this summer, the city’s streets could be 
covered against crime for just 18 hours a 
day. 

The controversial move is a result of an 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) review of CCTV provision in the 
city. 

But many have blasting the authority for 
the move. 

Ely resident Darrell Whiter said: “Tax¬ 
payers have the right to safer streets and 
protection for vulnerable people, day and 
night, 24/7. 

“CCTV is a great help for shop traders’ 
and citizens’ peace of mind. I am appalled 
by the council’s decision to remove 24-hour 
coverage. 

“It’s time for ECDC to make this city a 
better, safer and prosperous place to live 
because the citizens deserve better.” 

Lynn Road resident Julie Parnell said: “It 
just seems to be cut after cut for Ely. 

“To get rid of 24-hour CCTV in the city is 
absolutely ridiculous. Shops are always 
getting their windows smashed and having 
items stolen from within and that’s when 
CCTV coverage is present. 

“What on earth is going to happen when 
the coverage is reduced - criminals will 
have a field day.” 

Shopkeepers have also been voicing their 
concerns to the city’s traders’ association. 

Only last year, business owners were 
demanding better CCTV coverage in a bid 
to reduce crime and anti-social behaviour. 

A member of staff from Bon Marche, 
located in The Cloisters, is also worried 
about the cuts. 

The woman, who did not want to be 
named, said: “We have had our window 
smashed before so it is worrying to hear 
about the cuts. 

“I think the council is making a decision 
that it could regret in the long run.” 

However, the authority insists the 
reduced hours will actually improve the 
CCTV service in Ely. 

Ste Thornley, head of policy and 
performance at ECDC, said: “It is clear from 
our review that having at least 18 hours 
coverage per day would be sufficient and 
actually improve the service. 

“Crimes in Ely happen at peak times and 
those are in the evenings and at the 
weekend, which we would obviously ensure 
are covered. 

“By reducing the coverage, we would be 
no longer wasting time and resources.” 

The authority insists the move is not 
another council cut.

But Lib Dems say an inspector app¬ 
ointed by the Government to review the 
council’s core strategy has ordered it to 
look at alternatives instead. 

However, ECDC insists it has ident¬ 
ified other sources of funding for the 
bypass. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of the 
council’s strategic development comm¬ 
ittee, said: “The TIF is not the only 
source of funding available as we look to 
solve the very real problem of cong¬ 
estion in the south of Ely - there are 
others which we have identified. 

“The need to solve the question of 
Ely's railway crossing is all the more 
pressing given the recent announce¬ 
ment from Network Rail that they will be 
increasing the amount of freight going 
through Ely by 2014. This could mean 
that the crossing will only be open for 
ten minutes in every hour. 

Cllr Moakes added: “By consistently 
attacking options for a southern link 
road, I sometimes wonder if the Liberal 
Democrats would like Ely to return to 
the dark ages where the city could only 
be accessed by the river. 

“Their refusal to acknowledge the 
need for growth in East Cambridgeshire 
and the constant attempts to rubbish 
the masterplan process despite the 
majority of the public supporting the 
blueprint for our future - all smack of a 
party which is happy for our district to 
stagnate and fall behind our peers. 

“This council on the other hand is 
trying to position East Cambridgeshire 
at the forefront of the region’s economic 
turnaround and the southern link road 
will help us get there, which is why we 
are working to achieve its success.” 
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Two hospital patients test positive to SA bacteria 


HEALTH chiefs have moved to 
quash rumours that MRSA has 
broken out at Ely’s Princess of 
Wales Hospital. 

Members of the public had 
heard that hospital staff were 
trying to get rid of the super 
bug on the Welney ward. 

However, the Weekly News 
can confirm that there has 
been no outbreak. 

Cambridgeshire Comm¬ 


unity Services (CCS) confirm¬ 
ed that two patients have, 
however, tested positive for the 
Staphylococcus Aureus (SA) 
bacteria on the surface of their 
skin. 

But a spokeswoman said: 
“About one in three of us 
carries the SA bacteria in our 
nose or on the surface of our 
skin without developing an 
infection, as is the case with 


these two patients. 

“This is known as being 
colonised by the bacteria. 

“Standard hygiene practice 
is being followed to stop any 
potential spread of the bact¬ 
eria. 

“If Methycillin Resistant SA 
bacteria get into the body 
through a break in the skin, 
this can get into the blood¬ 
stream and can cause more 


serious infections, particularly 
in the most vulnerable. This is 
known as MRSA bacteraemia. 

“There are no cases of MRSA 
bacteraemia at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital.” 

The spokeswoman added: 
“CCS is proud of its commit¬ 
ment to managing healthcare 
acquired infection and have 
had no cases of MRSA bact¬ 
eraemia in the last 12 months.”

Communities can be 
inclusive and understanding, but they can 
also be easily upset and disrupted. 

“We need to build on the foundations 
we have. This is why the partnership is 
looking at how communities can develop 
in the future and why we want to hear 
what the people who live in the district 
would like to see. 

“The Sustainable Community Strategy 
will be as important to East Cambridg¬ 
eshire as the masterplan process is to our 
built environment, so please give us your 
thoughts and opinions. 

“They could become part of something 
which could change the lives of many who 
live in our district.”

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Villagers raise 
minerals fears 

AROUND 200 people have voiced their 
concerns over Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s Mineral and Waste Plan. 

More than 100 people attended an 
exhibition on the plans in Sutton last 
month and more than 60 went along to 
one in Haddenham last Thursday. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
residents and councillors are up in 
arms about the plan. 

Families in the Haddenham, Wilb- 
urton, Stretham and Earith area fear 
their lives could be blighted by 
thousands of lorries rumbling through 
their villages if plans to extract 
1.4million tonnes of sand and gravel 
from nearby pits are given the go- 
ahead. 

Councillors also fear the villages 
could become main routes for HGVs 
travelling from the pits in Mepal, Block 
Fen and Needingworth onto the A10 
andA14. 

The materials excavated would be 
used to supply major building projects 
around Cambridge, such as Northstowe 
and the extension of the Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

A county council spokesman said the 
consultations were proving to be useful. 

He said: “Not only have the con¬ 
sultations been well attended, people 
have been able to voice their concerns 
and also have a lot of their questions 
answered. 

“As with many large plans like these, 
there are rumours going around that 
just are not true and these consult¬ 
ations are designed to tell people the 
truth.”

Prime site ‘safe 
from flats plan’ 



Prime site: 
plans to build 
flats on the 
Forehill site 
have been 
rejected. The 
search is now 
on for ideas on 
what to do 
with it in the 
future. 
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CONTROVERSIAL plans 
which could have seen 
“awful” new flats built on 
land within a stone's throw of 
Ely Cathedral have been 
rejected. 

Community leaders and resi¬ 
dents are celebrating after pro¬ 
posals to build apartments on land 
south of 2-2A Forehill, were thrown 
out. 

The plans, submitted by Premier 
Travel Holdings Ltd, included four 
one-bedroom and one two-bed- 
room flats on the site, as well as bin 
stores, bike shelters and two 
additional pedestrian access points. 

The land runs adjacent to Ely’s 
quirky Three Cups Walk, overlooks 
the fields near Cherry Hill and backs 
on to the gardens of The Almonry, 
with the city’s cathedral in clear 
view from all points. 

Richard Hobbs, the Mayor of Ely, 
said the site was “worth so much 
more” than flats. 

He said: “I am delighted the plans 
have been turned down. I honestly 
believe if these plans had been 
passed we would have lost one of 


the city’s last remaining prime sites 
forever. 

“The proposals have been an 
issue for years and I have been 
determined to fight them from the 
moment I came across them. 

“To see awful flats built on this 
amazing piece of land would have 
just been devastating.” 

Members of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning comm¬ 
ittee rejected the proposals. 

Concerns had been raised by the 
City of Ely Council, Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s archaeology and 
highways chiefs, English Heritage 
and an architectural liaison officer. 

There were also fears about the 
loss of important trees on the site 
and the affects the flats could have 
on the historic character of the area. 

Cllr Jackie Petts, who represents 


Ely east, said: “I wouldn’t say I was 
against the plans but the land has 
wonderful views of the cathedral 
and is a prime site. 

“I certainly think the right 
decision has been made in making 
sure the land gets the most made 
out of it.” 

Cllr Hobbs and other community 
leaders are now coming up with 
new ideas for the land. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “This area should 
be opened up to the public. 

“I would love to see something 
like a courtyard with small shops 
and cafes there where people could 
wander in and enjoy themselves. 

“The site is too beautiful to allow 
flats to be built on and hopefully in 
the future we will be able to look 
back and say thank goodness we 
didn’t allow the plans to happen.”

Ban on hunting 
should be kept 

Sir, Over the last two months, more 
than 100 local people have 
contacted me to ask where I stand 
on the Hunting Act 2004.1 can 
categorically state that I support 
the legislation. If elected to be your 
next MPI will never support any 
attempt to repeal the Act on the 
basis that I believe hunting with 


dogs is an immensely barbaric, 
cruel and sadistic form of 
entertainment. 

The legislation goes someway in 
protecting foxes, deer and mink, 
against unnecessary suffering, but 
has also outlawed hare coursing 
completely. 

The superfluous arguments used 
to justify proposals to repeal the 
legislation by members of the 
Conservative Party, namely that 
people sometimes flout the law 
and that these animals are pests, 
are frankly ridiculous. It is the 
equivalent of stating that we 
should remove murder legislation 
because it doesn’t prevent every 
murder, and if these animals are 
considered such pest there are 
more humane and effective 
methods than chasing a creature to 
exhaustion before pulling it to 
pieces. 

If elected the Conservatives are 
planning to re-open the issue by 
holding a free vote on the Act. This 
comes at a time when many would 
argue there are more pressing 
issues facing Britain instead of 
enfranchising their supporters 
with the right to harm animals.

Reserves fall 
under Tory rule 

Sir, It was difficult to discern from 
Cllr Bradney’s rambling tirade 
(Attack full of misinformation - 
Letters, February 25) precisely 
where his criticism was being 
directed other than it being an 
assignment in whinging. 

It concluded in an attempt to 
portray the Tories as doing a 
marvellous job in steering East 
Cambridgeshire through troubled 
times. Nothing could be further 
from the truth as the letter 
contained a large proportion of 
“chaff” in its attempt to divert 
residents from some of the real 
issues that should be of concern to 
them. 

Far from frittering away council 
money, the Liberal Democrat 
authority, when in power, took the 
resolute decision to stop using the 
council’s reserves to subsidise 
council tax, an unsustainable 
Spanish custom introduced by the 
preceding Independent 
administration that was in the 
process of slowly depleting the 
reserves.

ASTROPHYSICIST Dame 
Jocelyn Bell Burnell visit¬ 
ed The King’s School Ely 
last Friday to give the 
28th Osmond Lecture. 

As a postgraduate stud¬ 
ent at Cambridge 
University, she discovered 
the first radio pulsars 
with her thesis supervisor 
Antony Hewish, for 
which Hewish shared the 
Nobel Prize in Physics 
with Martin Ryle in 1974. 

The failure to include 
her as a co-recipient 
caused controversy at the 
time, although she has 
since received numerous 
awards herself. 

She was honoured by 
the Queen with the CBE 
in 1999 and invested as a 
Dame Commander of the 
British Empire in 2007, 
the same year she was 
awarded an honorary 
doctorate by Harvard 
University. 

Born in Northern Ire¬ 
land in 1943, she failed 
the 11+ exam and her 
parents sent her to Eng¬ 
land.

LORD Browne of Madingley cut a 
scarlet ribbon to officially open the 
King's School Ely's new £3.5m arts 
complex on Saturday 

The complex is housed in a grand two- 
storey building, in the same quadrangle as 
the music department, with views of The 
Bishop’s Palace grounds and Ely Cathedral. 

There is now designated space for 
textiles, fine art, photography and ceramics, 
all under one roof, and the art department 
staff completed their move from Catherine 
Needham’s building in Back Hill in time for 
the start of the Lent term. 

A gallery has also been created at the rear 
of the Hayward Theatre to house sound and 
lighting equipment for use during product¬ 
ions. 

Sue Freestone, the head of King’s, said: 
“We now have a facility of which we can be 
justly proud, that supports the quality of 
what goes on here and enables our students 
to fly even higher.” 

Lord Browne is a former pupil of the 
school who went on to read physics at 
Cambridge University and built an illust¬ 
rious career with BE 

He has been awarded 17 honorary 
degrees and numerous other honours, and

was invited to officially open the building in 
his capacity as chairman of the Tate Gallery.

An exhibition in the new arts complex, 
featuring work by King’s Ely senior school 
pupils, opens to the public on Saturday, 


March 20 and runs to Thursday, March 25.

Angels come 
home to stay

A PAIR of 17th century 
baroque angels discovered 
in a church hall loft are to 
be specially dedicated at 
Ely Cathedral. 

The elegant statues were 
found last year in several pieces, 
covered with white paint and in 
desperate need of repair. 

However, after months of 
detailed attention and research, 
the angels have almost been 
restored to their former glory. 

Elizabeth Stazicker, archivist at 
the cathedral, said: “Our ancient 
cathedral and its furnishings are 
a constant reminder of the long 
line of souls - departed, living 
and yet to come - who have 
worked and worshipped here. 

“The angels, cleaned and 
restored by Richard Wilson, a 
conservator who lives in Ely, 
represent an important period in 
the history of the cathedral 
furnishings.” 

Seventeenth century prints 
show the angels’ oak dark in 
colour, fingering long gold 
trumpets, high on the organ case 
mounted on a screen across the 


choir. When a reordering of the 
choir occurred in 1849, the 
angels were removed to storage 
and later to the new church of St 
Matthew, Cambridge. 

However, after being discover¬ 
ed, the angels have now been 
brought back to where they were 
first used. 

Cathedral archives show they 
were made in 1693. 

The white paint has been 
removed from the angels to 
reveal their original dark oak and 
they have been erected in the 
south transept of the cathedral. 

The angels will now be dedi¬ 
cated in memory of Thomas 


Cocke, architectural historian 
and much-valued member of 
the cathedral’s fabric advisory 
committee. 

Mr Cocke, who studied much 
of the period at the cathedral, 
passed his A-levels aged 16 and 
won an open scholarship to 
Pembroke College, Cambridge. 

He was found drowned on 
April 23 last year, aged 59. 

The restoration of the angels 
has been funded by Mr Cocke’s 
friends and a Cocke family trust. 

They will be dedicated at 
evensong in the cathedral on 
Friday, March 26.

Council tax 
breaks for 
war heroes 


WAR pensioners and disabled 
service personnel returning to 
the Ely area from active duty are 
to get a better deal from their 
local council. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) is introducing a new scheme to 
help them save on their council tax bill. 

The authority will now disregard War 
Disablement, War Widows, Pensioners 
and Armed Forces Compensation 
Scheme payments when calculating 
housing and council tax benefit. 

Former servicemen and women will 
not have to worry about means testing on 
the income which they receive as a result 
of injuries received while in service. 

It’s “fantastic” news, says the city’s 
mayor, Richard Hobbs, and was intro¬ 
duced after a local war pensioner 
approached the council. 

Fred Brown, ECDC leader, said the 
authority “wants to help our disabled 
servicemen and women as much as 
possible”. 

He said: “We owe a huge debt to our 
soldiers, sailors, airmen and women. 

“Every day they put their lives at risk in 
conditions which none of us could ever 
imagine or dare to experience. 

“In honour of the contribution which

they have made and continue to make in 
the future, no serviceman or woman who 
has disabilities will need to worry about 
their council tax benefits.” 

Mr Brown added: “The council wants 
to help our disabled servicemen and 
women as much as possible when they 
return home and we hope our scheme 
will mean they have one less thing to 
worry about when they come back. 

“We have a proud record of supporting 
our armed services in East Cambridge¬ 
shire and we pledge to continue that in 
the future.” 

Cllr Hobbs, who said honouring the 
city’s servicemen and women was at the 
forefront of his year in office, welcomed 
the decision. 

He said: “I want to congratulate ECDC 
for introducing this fantastic scheme. 

“I am 100 per cent behind it. 

“These people have done and continue 
to do something that many of us wouldn’t 
even dream of doing - putting their lives 
at risk for their country. 

“For that, they should be honoured in 
every way we can.”

man of the museum, said: 
“The Fenlands, as they are 
known, covering an overall 
area of some 1,300 square 
miles, were, until the 17th 
century, regularly subject 
to flooding for most of the 
winter months. 

“A group of investors, 
known as the Adventurers, 
commissioned Cornelius 
Vermuyden to instigate 
ways of draining and 
safeguarding these fen- 
land areas. 

“The work in the con¬ 


struction of the two Bed¬ 
ford Rivers was completed 
by 1656, a total distance of 
some 22 miles between 
Earith and Denver. 

“The works also in¬ 
cluded a sluice at Denver 
on the second (New Bed¬ 
ford) river, which afforded 
protection against high 
tidal levels flooding up¬ 
stream into the fenland 
basin.” 

Sunday’s event will see a 
re-enactor of Sir Verm¬ 
uyden visit the museum to 
introduce some new inter¬ 
active models. 

Visitors will also be able 
to speak to him about his 
vision and plans. 

The exhibition is part of 
the Society’s Local Heroes 
programme, a nation¬ 
wide celebration of Royal 
Society Fellows at 50 
museums and galleries.

ELY'S award-winning Jubilee 
Gardens have been identified as a 
major problem area. 

Police are now taking action to curb 
anti-social behaviour and nuisance in the 
Waterside beauty spot. 

It comes just weeks after an order was 
put in place to stop people getting drunk 
in the gardens. 

The East Cambridgeshire Community 
Safety Partnership had applied for the 
order following a rise in complaints from 
nearby residents and businesses about 
alcohol-related offences and disturb¬ 
ances. 

The order was approved by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council last month 
and restricts people consuming alcohol 
in a public place that would create a 
nuisance or annoyance to the public or 
result in disorder. 

It will come into force next month. 

However, the gardens have now been 
identified as a “policing pledge area” after 
persistent reports of anti-social be¬ 
haviour, under-age drinking, rowdy and 
nuisance behaviour. 

Julie Spence, chief constable of 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary, confirmed

that officers now have to respond to 
reports from the gardens within an hour. 

Speaking on her latest podcast, she 
said: “Action to make police officers more 
visible in the area at key times has 
already helped to improve the situation 
and now East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, supported by the police, have 
introduced a designated Public Place 
Order. 


“The order gives officers extra powers 
to tackle nuisance drinkers in the area in 
a bid to drive anti-social behaviour down 
further and make this area of Ely safer for 
everyone to use.” 

Since hearing about the new order, 
numerous residents have raised their 
concerns about how it could affect events 
such as concerts and fundraisers which 
take place in the gardens during the 
summer. 

However, Ste Thornley, chairman of the 
safety partnership, said the order would 
not prevent sociable drinking, such as 
friends and families gathering in the 
gardens for picnics or concerts. 

Mr Thornley said: “I would like to stress 
that if this order will not stop anyone 
from drinking alcohol in the park if they 
are socialising with friends or having a 
family picnic. 

“This order is to stop the consumption 
of alcohol when it creates the potential 
for disorder or to cause an annoyance.

Odourisers still on 


site to fight smell

PERFUME is still being pump¬ 
ed into the air in Littleport - 
more than seven months after 
a massive tyre fire first broke 
out in the town. 

The Weekly News can reveal that an 
odouriser is still being used to combat 
smells and fumes coming from tyre 
recycling plant Murfitts. 

The Environment Agency (EA) has 
also confirmed that experts have still 
got to clear contaminated soil from 
the site. 

Littleport came to a standstill on 
August 21 last year when 2,000 tonnes 
of rubber went up in flames at the 
plant on Wisbech Road. 

Residents were forced to seal their 
properties and described it as a “living 
nightmare” as thick smoke billowed 
across the town. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service (CFRS) confirmed the inferno 
was the largest tyre fire every in the 
UK and announced it would cost 


the smell and tackle air pollution. 

However, one still remains. 

Rita Penman, a spokeswoman for 
the EA, said: “Two of the odourisers 
have been removed but one remains 
to provide protection for potential 
smells from any remaining lagoon 
water. 

“However, those smells have greatly 
reduced due to natural breakdown, 
dilution and the continued removal of 
the water.” 

The EA says that water that cur¬ 
rently falls onto the site and adjacent 
ditch is being pumped into lagoons, 
which is then transported away “to 
protect the Fenland drainage system” 
from pollution. 

Miss Penman added: “The site has 
been cleared and the waste taken to a 
properly licensed facility for disposal 
and we have checked all permits for 
this.” 

However, she added that trial holes 
are currently being dug to “assess the 
level of contamination of the ground 
which will need to be cleaned up”. 

She said: “We are working with the 
site to establish level of contam¬ 
ination.”

taxpayers more than £80,000 to fully 
extinguish it. 

Seven weeks after the tyres first 
went up in flames and to the relief of 
families and businesses, the blaze was 
eventually put out on October 7. 

However, the extent of the damage 
was clear to see, with the majority of 
the tyre plant’s buildings, machinery 
and equipment burnt out and nearby 
homes and buildings scarred with 
black smoke. 

As well as testing nearby water¬ 
courses for contamination, the EA put 
three odourisers on the site to combat

A TEENAGER was driving 
too quickly round a sharp 
bend before she died as a 
result of an horrific car 
crash. 

The car Samantha Clarke, 18, 
was driving swerved onto the 
other side of the road and coll¬ 
ided with an oncoming car, an 
inquest heard. 

Miss Clarke, a sixth-form 
pupil at the City of Ely Comm¬ 
unity College, was driving to 
her first lecture on the morning 
of October 22 last year when 
tragedy struck. 

The teen, of Main Drove, 
Little Downham, was driving 
her red Peugeot 205 along the 
B1141, Ely Road, when she 
approached a sharp bend, 
known locally as the Seven 
Sisters corner. 

It was there that Miss Clarke 
collided with an oncoming blue 
Nissan driven by Carol Nor¬ 
man, 63, who lives in the same 
village. 

Mrs Norman, who suffered 
minor injuries in the collision, 
gave evidence at the inquest 
into Miss Clarke’s death. 

Speaking at Huntingdon Law 
Courts last Thursday, she said: 
“I was in my car on my way to 
work as normal when I saw a 
red car coming round the 
corner onto the straight. 

“I thought it was being driven 
too quickly for going round a 
bend. 

“The car was about half a 
car’s width over the centre line 


in the road when it swerved 
and left the road. 

“It looked like it hit the kerb 
and I immediately took my foot 
off the accelerator but the car 
then wiggled from side to side. 

“I said to myself ‘You crazy 


driver’ and there was then a 
tremendous bang and crashing 
sound, which is when the red 
car hit me.” 

Emergency services rushed 
to the scene and Miss Clarke 
was freed from her car by fire 


crews. However, she died nine 
days later with her family 
beside her at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge as a 
result of her injuries. 

Miss Clarke’s heartbroken 
family paid tribute to her in the 
Weekly News and described her 
as a “beautiful and vibrant” 
daughter. 

She left her father Alan 
Clarke, mother Debbie Norgate, 
stepmother Lindsay Clarke, 
step-father A1 Norgate, and 23- 
year-old brother Daniel. 

She also left two step-sisters, 
two half-sisters and a half- 
brother, to whom her family 
said she was “very close”. 

Pc Tim Kirkby, collision in¬ 
vestigator, explained how there 
were no defects with either 
vehicle that could have led to 
the collision taking place. 

He added: “There were marks 
on the road to show Samantha’s 
car was not braking at the time 
of going round the bend. 

“The cause of this collision 
was that she was driving round 
Seven Sisters bend too quickly 
and lost control.” 

David Morris, coroner for 
South and West Cambridge¬ 
shire, recorded a verdict of 
death from injuries sustained 
when she lost control of her 
vehicle and collided with other 
travelling in the opposite dir¬ 
ection. 

Miss Clarke, who had a pass¬ 
ion for horses, was in her third 
year at college, where she was 
taking a health and social care 
course alongside an AS-level in 
sociology. 

She hoped to become a nur¬ 
se.

come into effect when she 
is released from prison in 
July. 

Brian Tully, Asbo co¬ 
ordinator for the East 
Cambridgeshire Comm¬ 
unity Safety Partnership, 
said: “Ivanova is a serial 
offender who commuted 
to Ely to commit crime, 
targeting elderly ladies in 
charity shops. 

“Purse thefts have been 
an issue in the city centre 
for some time, and the 
fact that elderly and vul¬ 
nerable women were 
victims underlines the 
callous nature of these 
crimes. 

“I would ask shoppers 
to look after their purses, 
wallets or handbags by 
keeping them in a safe 
place. 


“At first glance, this may 
seem an unusual case for 
an Asbo, because it is a 
matter of pure crime. 

“However, we establish¬ 
ed a precedent with the 
first case last year. 

“The purpose of anti¬ 
social behaviour legis¬ 
lation is to protect the 
community, and we are 
doing so by keeping 
another thief out of the 
city. 

“If she is found in Ely 
and apprehended, she 
will be liable to another 
prison sentence.” 

The move follows a 
similar action last Oct¬ 
ober when another thief 
received an Asbo banning 
her from entering Ely. 

Velichka Hristova, 21, 
travelled to Ely from 
Haringey, in London, and 
also targeted elderly 
women with shopping 
trolleys in charity shops. 

In addition to the travel 
ban, magistrates gave her 
a six-month jail sentence, 
suspended for two years, 
and she was ordered to 
complete 200 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Shops in Ely will be 
given an Asbo notice to 
encourage traders to 
report any breach of the 
order to police.

Hospital headache for 
users of new bus route 


BUS users in the Ely area are 
still not happy. 

Residents are demanding to know 
why a new bus service in the city 
cannot drop them off at Princess of 
Wales Hospital. 

The outcry comes following the 
announcement that Ely’s popular 9A 
city circular route was being brought 
back. 

As reported in the Weekly News, there 
was widespread anger last month when 
major bus operating company Stage¬ 
coach announced it could no longer 
afford to run various routes across the 
region. 

Among the services affected in Ely 
were the 9A town service, which was set 
to be axed, and the X9 and 9 routes 
between Ely and Cambridge, which are 
now only operating hourly at off-peak 
times.

However, Cambridge-based travel 
company Go Whippet has now stepped 
in to take on the 9A route, under cont¬ 
ract of Cambridgeshire County Council. 

The service has been renamed the 
number 19 and will run from Ely’s 
Market Street, taking in all routes up to 
Cambridge Road and back again. 

However, the route does not include 
the city’s hospital or railway station on 
Angel Drove, forcing people to change 
buses to get to those destinations. 

Cllr Philip Eden, the City of Ely 
Council’s transport representative, is 
demanding answers. 

He said: “Obviously it is good news 
that the 9A service has been brought 
back and everyone is grateful for that. 

“We now need to make sure we use 


the buses enough to keep such services 
in place. 

“However, people certainly are not 
happy that the route doesn’t include the 
hospital or Angel Drove. 

“I know that the law states that you 
cannot stop in an area which is already 
covered by another bus operator, which 
Stagecoach does at Angel Drove. 

“But if it could stop further up near 
the railway station I cannot see how 
that would cause problems. 

“The fact there are no services going 
to the hospital is bad and people are 
complaining. 

“We need a service that enables 
people to get on a bus anywhere in the 
city and get off anywhere, meaning they 
can travel to all parts at ease.” 

Cllr Eden and residents also blasted 
the county council when the cuts were 
introduced for the lack of consultation 
that was carried out. 


Residents were given just 15 days to 
have their say on the proposed changes 
before they were introduced. 

Paul Nelson, the county council’s 
local passenger transport manager, 
said: “When Stagecoach announced 
they would no longer run the 9A service 
we thought it would be very difficult to 
save any of the journey. 

“However, through detailed analysis 
of the route we managed to save and 
subsidise the service which is now 
called the 19 and run by Go Whippet. 

“However, rules laid down by the 
Department of Transport mean that the 
county council cannot support a service 
which would compete with an existing 
commercial service, in this case the 
Stagecoach 9 which runs from Ely's 
town centre to the hospital. 

“While this is not an ideal situation, 
residents can still get to the hospital by 
bus on the number 9.”

A MAN has been sent¬ 
enced to 18 months in 
prison for having sex 
with a girl from the age 
of 14 and fathering her 
child. 

Richard Hearn, 23, admitted 
two counts of sexual activity 
with a child when he appeared 
for sentencing at Cambridge 
Crown Court last week. 

The two offences took place 
when the victim, now aged 18, 
was between 14 and 16 years 
old.

He said Hearn, of Linwood 
Place, March, admitted he had 
not used contraception when 
he had sex with the girl at a 
house in March and on a 
houseboat. 

Mr Seely said Hearn told 
police that there had been “five 
or six” sexual encounters and 
three led to full sexual 
intercourse. 

The court heard that Hearn 
paid £100 a month towards the 
care of the baby girl, now aged 
2, but she is currently in the 
care of social services. 

Charles Langley, mitigating, 
said Hearn had pleaded guilty 
at the earliest opportunity and 
had made admissions to the 
police beyond the information

his victim had given to officers. 
He said the sex had been 
consensual. 

He said: “Mr Heard under¬ 
stands that what he did was 
very wrong. At the time he did 
not fully appreciate the 
seriousness of his actions. 

“He is someone who made a 
terrible mistake in his form¬ 
ative years. Now he shows 
remorse.” 

He said Hearn was a hard 
worker of previously good 
character. He is in a stable 
relationship and his partner is 
three months pregnant.

guilty to two offences. You are 
unlikely to do this sort of thing 
again. 

“You are, I’m told, remorse¬ 
ful and also a hardworking 
young man. When the child 
was born, you maintained the 
child. The child is now in care. 

“She (the victim) was 14 and 
you were 18. I do not accept 
that you thought it was right to 
have a relationship. 

“A prison sentence must 
follow - an immediate one.” 

Hearn was sentenced to 18 
months in prison for each 
offence, to run concurrently, of 
which he will serve half.

ALAN Bennett has a rare gift 
of effortlessly combining 
intellect with humour, 
tenderness and an almost 
homespun charm. 

His national treasure status is 
well earned: Bennett is a household 
name attracting huge audiences at 
rare public appearances. When he 
came to Ely in 2006, as part of an 
event held at Ely Cathedral, 
organised by bookseller Robert 
Topping, fans were queuing around 
the block, and the cathedral was 
packed with more than 1,100 fans 
keen to hear Bennett read from his 
personal diaries. He’s a man who 
strikes a chord. 

The History Boys, which has 
opened at Cambridge Arts Theatre 
for a 12-day run, is now celebrated 
as a modern theatre classic - but 
the impact of the play came as a 
huge surprise to the writer. 

“The success of The History 
Boys is still a source of wonder to 
me really,” Bennett says. “When 
you’re young, you don’t think about 
it. Like the boys in the play - they 
think it’s quite natural for something 
to do so well on Broadway. We 


were the same.” 

Originally opening at the National 
Theatre in 2004, The History Boys is 
set in a sixth form in the north of 
England where a bunch of 
boisterous and bright boys are 
attempting to gain entrance to 
Oxford and Cambridge while coping 
with the varied distractions of youth. 

When Bennett wrote the play, he 
was told by the National’s director, 
Nicholas Hytner, that it would 
probably last for around 80 
performances and end there, as it 
lacked wide appeal. 

He could not have been more 
wrong. After The History Boys 
opened, word-of-mouth spread fast 
and the play became a critical and 
popular hit, winning the Evening 
Standard Award for Best Play of the 
Year 2004, the Laurence Olivier 
Award for Best Play 2005 and, on 
Broadway, the 2006 Tony Award for 
Best Play. 

Hytner was pleasantly surprised 
to be proved wrong and remained 
on-board when the play was made, 
with the entire original cast, into the 
award-winning film of the same 
name in 2006. 

“We all had such a good time

doing it,” recalls Bennett. “The film is 
a very good account of the play. It 
may be a touch sadder, actually, but 
it’s still very funny.” 

Bennett came to Cambridge in 
1953, learning Russian at the Joint 
Services School for Linguistics, 
founded in 1951 by the armed 
services to provide language training 
to selected conscripts undergoing 
National Service. 

Bennett was offered a place at 
Sidney Sussex College but won a 
scholarship to attend Exeter College, 
Oxford, where he gained a First in 
History. 

His writings offer food for thought, 
often coloured by humour, and show 
Bennett to be concerned about 
issues and events close to his heart. 
His ramblings hover on subjects and 
characters easily overlooked in the 


mainstream and embrace moments 
of dull ordinariness that, for Bennett, 
offer an opportunity for engaging 
narrative, sharp wit and an 
observant eye. 

In his book Untold Stories, a 
personal piece including extracts 
from his diaries, published in 2005, 
Bennett writes movingly about his 
mother’s depression. 

He assumed this autobiographical 
work would be released 
posthumously, after he was 
diagnosed with cancer, but the writer 
survived the illness and chose not to 
make changes to the manuscript for 
publication. 

Bennett also mentions Ely 
Cathedral in the book and how much 
he admires it: “It’s not like any other 
cathedral in England - it’s more like 
an Italian cathedral. But we tend to 


take it for granted because it’s 
always been there. If you saw it in 
Pisa you’d think it was the most 
wonderful building in the world.” 

Kettle’s Yard, in Cambridge, also 
gets a mention and Bennett is 
obviously impressed: “It’s so 
inspiring. And it’s one of the few 
places where I feel I could actually 
live; you never feel that in a country 
house or a museum.” 

Bennett fans will take delight in 
The History Boys forming part of the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre’s spring 
programme. The play was a sell-out 
at the Arts when it showed in 2007 
and the forthcoming Theatre Royal 
Bath production is shaping up for 
similar success. 

The play contrasts the educational 
styles of two teachers: Irwin is from 
the fact-packing Gradgrind school of 


teaching, keen to pour facts into the 
group of boys preparing for their 
Oxbridge history entry exams, while 
Hector shuns the idea of 
examinations, preferring to inspire 
his students and challenge their 
minds. 

When the play opened at the 
National Theatre, a debate on the 
role of examinations, grades and 
targets in education was sparked 
and Bennett expressed his opinions, 
especially on the role of history in 
the curriculum: “I think the notion of 
scrapping history as a subject is 
mad - it’s just insane.”

The big film 


ALICE IN WONDERLAND (PG, 108 
mins) Family. Mia Wasikowska, 
Johnny Depp, Helena Bonham 
Carter, Anne Hathaway, Crispin 
Glover, Matt Lucas, Leo Bill, and 
the voices of Michael Sheen, Alan 
Rickman, Barbara Windsor, 
Christopher Lee and Stephen Fry.

COMBINING a unique aesthetic, 
conjured from his twisted 
imagination, with dark humour and 
heartfelt emotion, Tim Burton has 
remained a visionary in a sea of 
profit-driven conformity. 

His opening two chapters of the 
Batman franchise pushed 
boundaries in mainstream box office 
fare, leading to the introduction of 
the 12A certificate in the UK. 
Beetlejuice, Edward Scissorhands 
and Sleepy Hollow plumbed the 
grimy depths of the human 
condition, with tongue planted firmly 
in cheek, while more recently, Burton 
put his distinctive spin on Charlie 
And The Chocolate Factory and 
Sweeney Todd. 

Johnny Depp has been a regular 
collaborator during the past two 
decades, and the Oscar-nominated 
actor gets top billing in this wild re¬ 
imagining of the books of Lewis 
Carroll. 

Based on a screenplay by Linda 



Woolverton {The Lion King), Burton’s 
descent down the rabbit hole is a 
characteristically eye-catching and 
quixotic journey of self-discovery in 
a world where anything can happen. 
Fans of the director’s earlier work 
will recognise his thumbprints on the 
grotesque character design, and the 
colourful sets, many of which are 
rendered digitally. 

However, the action-oriented 
narrative owes a lot to The Golden 
Compass and the Narnia films in 
terms of the imagery and plot 
developments. 

The film opens with rebellious 19- 
year-old heroine (Wasikowska) faced 


with a most unexpected marriage 
proposal from bumbling twit, Hamish 
Ascot (Bill). 

Fleeing the public proposal to clear 
her head, Alice chases a White 
Rabbit (voiced by Sheen) down a 
hole, and reunites with old friends 
the Mad Hatter (Depp), Tweedledee 
and Tweedledum (Lucas), Absolem 
the Caterpillar (voiced by Rickman), 
The Dormouse (Windsor) and The 
Cheshire Cat (Fry), who she cannot 
remember from her earlier visit to 
Wonderland. 

Alice learns she is destined to slay 
the fearsome Jabberwocky 
(Christopher Lee), owned by the 
decapitation-happy Red Queen 
(Bonham Carter). 

Alice In Wonderland screens in 3D in 
selected cinemas and the technology 
works best at the beginning of the 
film, when Alice tumbles down the 
hole and objects fly at the screen, 
although Burton’s vision loses very 
little in traditional 2D. 

Bonham Carter is a delight as the 
maniacal monarch, who employs 
swine as footstools: “I love a warm 
pig belly for my aching feet!" 

The framing device of the marriage 
proposal robs the film of any sense 
of urgency - how can Alice be 
harmed when she has to return to 
the world above to give Hamish her 
answer?

Mix it up with fruit and 
veg in the flower beds 


F or many years, 
vegetables were 
not considered an 
ornamental addition to 
the garden, and veg 
plots were often hidden 
out of sight or at least 
as far away as possible 
from prized flowering 
beds and borders. 

However, that’s all 
changing, as many gardeners 
with limited space plant 
vegetables among border 
perennials, filling gaps with 
leafy lettuces, bronze fennel 
and wild strawberries rather 
than conventional bedding. 

Vegetables can be easily 
combined in the flower 
garden, says Gardeners’ 

World regular Alys Fowler, 
presenter of a forthcoming 
newBBC2 series, The Edible 
Garden, and author of the 
accompanying book. 

In her own 20ft by 50ft 
garden in Birmingham, Alys 
mixes veg with flowers 
throughout her borders, 
placing salvias next to

tomatoes, broad beans and 
pink-flowering strawberries 
beside aquilegia, and makes 
bold statements with 
structural globe artichokes, 
rhubarb and courgettes. 

“Lettuces can be the most 
attractive leaves in the 
world,” she says, citing 
varieties including ‘Cos 
Freckles’ (Cos green with 
crimson splotches), 

‘Mascara’ (dark red), 
‘Australian Yellow Leaf’ 
(bright green-yellow frilly 
leaves) and ‘Grenoble Red’ as 
just a few of the varieties 
which are as ornamental as 
they are tasty. 

Even if you only have a 
tiny space on your patio for a 


couple of pots, or just a 
window box, you can grow 
veg alongside flowers 
without it looking like a dog’s 
dinner, she insists. 

“In a window box, you can 
grow veg which don’t have a 
long root run, such as 
lettuces, alongside violas, 
pansies, calendula, dwarf 
varieties of nasturtium and 
herbs such as thyme.” 

And, it’s not just the veg 
that can be harvested. Pick 
off the flowers of violas and 
nasturtiums to make a 
colourful addition to salads, 
and they are also ideal for 
decorating chocolate cakes. 

“Edible flowers such as 
violas and pansies are cheap 
and will pretty much flower 
all through the season,” she 
says. 

“Herb flowers, such as 
chives, sage or rosemary, can 
be added to oils and vinegars 
to offer a subtle flavour and 
enhance their appearance.” 

Ideally, to combine veg 
with flowers in a limited 
space like a container, make 
sure the container is at least 


eight inches deep, otherwise 
what little soil you have in 
there is going to dry out 
quickly, she advises. 

“In a really shallow 
windowbox you’ll need to 
water regularly and feed at 
least once a week with 
something like a liquid 
seaweed feed, because you 
are asking quite a lot of the 
plants. 

“Lettuces, rocket and 
radishes are good for 
window boxes as they don’t 
need much root run, while 
basil or thyme are suitable 
for really sunny spots. 

“Traditional strawberries 
also like a lot of sun.” 

However, you’re not just 
limited to lettuces in small 
containers, she notes. 

“The explosion of patio 
veg collections from seed 
companies is making 
growing your own more 
appealing to more people. 

“There are varieties of 
stumpy, more rounded 
carrots which don’t need 
such deep soil, such as ‘Paris 
Market Baron’, while other

veg, such as beetroot, can be 
grown and then harvested as 
baby beetroot, instead of 
growing them full-size.” 

Some tomatoes cascade 
happily from hanging 
baskets, such as ‘Tumbling 
Tom’, while small ornamental 
chillis, such as ‘Krakatoa’, are 
ideal in pots on patios and 
window ledges. 

Even if you only have a tiny 
windowsill, alfalfa sprouts 


can be grown in a glass jar, or 
a slightly more elaborate 
container, in just a few days, 
making a delicious and 
healthy addition to salads 
and sandwiches - and 
looking pretty at the same 
time.

WHILE the ongoing 
bad weather has so 
far failed to bring 
Britain totally to its 
knees, it is doing a 
good job of putting 
more of the country’s 
motorists on all fours.
